The Adjutant General's Speech. 


(From the Kingston News.) 


The Adjutant General of Militia, at the 
inspection of Volunteers in Toronto, took 
occasion pointedly to refer to Mr, Mac 
kenzie Bowell, the member for North 
Hastings,{the same who was instrumental 
in effecting a reduction of the salaries of 
the chief officers of the Militia staff. For 
whatever Mr, Bowell felt impelled to do in 
his place in Parliament he is shielded by 
Parliamentary privilege, and it is a breach 
of this privilege for any public servant to 
cillhim to task in any way for such ob 
servations and acts, Mr, Bowell carried 
with bim the senso of Parliament and the

In the excite- 
ment of the politicial contest they think 
that no active steps will be taken by the 
American Government, and that therefore 
there is some chance of a rupture between 
the two Governments, That a raid will 
be made is far from certain,but at the same 
time no one can aay that one willnot take 
place.”

In an address which he recently delivered 
at Boston, Professor Agassiz argued that 
‘fish raising’ could be made as profitable as 
any other branch of agriculture —as profit- 
able as cattle raising, as fruit raising, as 
wheat raising. Of course, cultivators of 
fish must place themselvesin the same posi- 
tion as men who pursue agricultural occu- 
pations. He was prepared to say that the 
tume willcome when every man who has 
water on his ground will raise fish for his 
own table as he now raises finit. Of course 
many will be raised for the market, for as 
long as men find 1t desirable to eat fish, se 
long will fish raising be profitable. The 
business should be encouraged now in every 
possible way to the limit to which legisla~ 
tive interference 1s desirable. He desired, 
too, that the same efforts should be made 
with reference to the sea fisheries. 


The ocean covers two-thirds of the globe 
leaving only a third for purposes of culti- 
yution. Artificial cultivation of fish in the 
ocean should begin to the exclusion of the 
more voracious and useless kinds. On 
land wolves were once as numerous as deer, 
but they have ceased to exist, and the deer 
has become yery numerous, from the pro- 
tection afforded to the ove and the chase 
given to the other. The fish enters largely 
into the requisites of the system, It isa 
kind of food which refreshes the system, 
especially after intellectual fatigue, There 
is no article of food that supplies the wastes 
ot the head so thoroughly as fish diet, and 
the evidence of it is in this fact that all the 
inhabitants of the sea shore the world over 
are the brighter population of the country. 
Fish contain phosphorous to a large extent, 
a chemical element which the brain requires 
for growth and health. He would not say 
that an exclusive use of fish would make a 
blockhead a wise man, but the brain should 
not be wanting in one of its essential ele- 
ments, There was another point of view 
from which he would advocate these 
artificial fisheries, and he supposed the mere 
mention of the subject would excite a smile 
and appear ridiculous, and yet he would 
adyocate 1t asan educational measure, as 
one of the important educational move- 
ments of the day, because it would supply 
the means—the only ready means—of 
making the people generally acquainted 
with the mode of growth of animals, with 
the formation, with the building up of the 
living being. A few weeks since, when be 
obtained for the first time a living egg of 
the salmon, he became aware of the facility 
with which the growth of the animals 
might be investigated, and how easily it 
might be to teach it to everybody, for 
there is a period in the growth of the eg; 
ofa fish when it is impossible to distin- 
oe between the embryo of # human 
oing and any other of the invertebrates. 
So, then, the artificial breeding of these fish 
is one of the most important educational 
movements of the age.

‘Phe Gdyetniheit’ OF Onthtio has issued 
thefollowing instructions to locating agents 
under the Mrée Grant and Homestead Act 
of 1808, which may: be.of iuterest to our

Tn making'locations under the Act, you 
will be guided by thie following instructions: 

1. The policy of thia Act 1s to. confine 
these grants to land:cdnsidotdd suitable for 
actual séttlemeént and cultivation, snd not 
to extend them to “Inda’chiefly for, their 
mingea, minerals,or pine. timber, and in the. 
Rreparstion of the-enclosed lists this Las us 

‘ar ag particle been'képt in view. 
9, Xow. will, until, further instructed, 
limit the locations to lands included jn the 
enclosed lists, but« as the’ Government are 
most desirous that’ “only Innds suitable for 
furniing, #nd not Valuable chicfly for their 
mines, minerals, or pine.timber, shall be 
located, you will:previously to-locating any 
lot (althougt included in'the enclosed lists) 
necertain that it is really‘ fit for cultivation 
and not apine timber lot, or kacwn or 
reported to be valuable for its mines or 
minerals.

Shooting Affray at Kings: 


The Kingston papers contain » lengthy 
account of a shooting affray between some 
volunteers of the 47th Battalion, and the 
inmates of a house of ill fame, during 
which two or three were shot one of whom 
a yoluntecr named Jolin Brown was it ia 


feared, fatally injured, It seems that the 
cump of the Battalion was in the vicinity 
of & house of ill fame, and a feeling of 
hostility existed betw the yolunteers 
and inmates of the House, One day when 
the yolunteers were passing ashot was 
fired from the house. On Sunday night a 
party of about forty volunteers maden 
raid upon the house, and in trying to force 
an entrance were fired upon by partics 
from the house.

The same complaints exist in Peter- 
borough. The Hzaminer says: — 
“The volunteers of the 57th Battalion recelyed 
orders yesterday to assemble at Peterboro on 
Tuesday next, to perform their eight days drill. 
Was there ever anything so stupid aos calling 
out the volunteers at such a season of the year? 
Already the hay harvest has commenced ; by 
Tuesday the country will bein the midst of 
It, and we believe that there bas not been so 
heavy a crop in these parts before. Farming 
hands are scarec and obtained with difficulty ; 
wheat harvest will be on before the hay can be 
settled, and yet in the face of all this tho pow- 
ers that be, call out 400 men to drill. If they 
were needed at the front nota murmur would 
be heard; every man would be ready to go ata 
moment's notice: butsuch unbeard of misman- 
agement has never beforecome to our notice. 
Why were they not called oat two weeks sooner, 
or even one week ?

The Montreal Gazette has forgotten its 
support of the Adjutant General, and its 
denunciations of Tae [nrELLiceNncer, for 
daring to dispute the Globe's Ottawa tele- 
grams, inspired no doubt by the Adjutant 
General himself, that the Volunteer force 
was now perfect, and that the Volunteers 
were supplied with everything necessary 
fora campaign.

We have now In camp 215 voluntoers besldos 
officers embodied, without blankets or any kind 
of protection, excepting tents, Lmuch fear, that 
the result may prove injurious to the health of the 
men. ‘Time Will tell, Tho rural population, 
leaving thelr own homes and shelter, and put 
Into tents on the ground, seems to me an unrwlse 
provision But, wiser heads, must determioy, 

olunt feel It a hardship,” 


Certainly, they feel ita hardabip to be 


taken from comfortable homes and beds, 
and put upon the ground to sleep without 
blankets, But what of that, the @lobe,and 
the Adjutant General, say the Volunteers 
are fully supplied, and want nothing. This 
ws not all, Tho Gazette has tho audacity to 
publish all this without one word of dis- 
approval, On the contrary it adda tho 
following remarks, which partako vory 
much of sarcasm ;

Fenianism. 


For several years past, our peaceful Pro- 
vines has been agitated and threatened con- 
tinually, by threats on the part of a horde of 
miscreants, (calling themselves Fenians”) of 
robbery and murder, or of wholesale destruc. 
tion and confiscation of property, witha view 
of liberating Ireland from British Rule. It 
would be very easy to prove that Ireland-is 
very greatly indebted to British rule, for its 
present peace and prosperity, and that in the 
absence of it, the whole land would be in a 

scene of confusion and bloodshed, and of the 
inauguration of a reign of terror which would 
plunge the island back into all the barbarism 
~of the dark ages, in a very short period of 
time. It is not “liberty” which these traitors 
seek after, but licentiousness and rapine, of 
the worst possible character. They do not 
want “good Government” or the abatement 
or removal of existing abuses, but they want 
the abolition of all government whatever.

* went to the door of England, respectfully 
soliciting an inquiry into their case, they 
were contemptuonsly driven away with a 
slap in the mouth,” that they arc now 
taunted with being in an unpleasant fix and 
unable to help themselves; and that their 
petition was received with contempt and 
treated with icsult; and then smarting 
under lashes inflicted by themselves upon 
their own shoulders and burning with hot 
indignation at treatment received only in 
their own heated imagination, they declare, 
one and all, that “ Nova Scotians will not 
submit to the yoke of Canadian bondage 
one moment longer than they are compelled 
so to do by sheer physical force,” and that 
“Nova Scotia shall and willbe free.” Free ! 
and from what? Why, free from a posi- 
tion of their own choosing—a position they 
were the firat to propose and most eager to 
obtuin—a position which,to any candid and 
unprejudiced mind, is infinitely preferable 
to that m which she was previous to Con- 
federation. The claim of the repealers that 
Confederation was accomplished without 
properly consulting the province is set at 
rest by the facts that Nova Scotin was on 
several occasions the first to propose the 
project for a union of the provinces. It was 
proposed inthe Nova Scotian Parliament 
in 1854; in 1857 her delegates brought the 
matter to the notice of Her Mejesty’s Gov- 
ernment, The plan was moved in Canada 
in 1858, but being dropped was revived by 
Nova Scotia in 1861, aud made the subject 
of acircular in 1862 to all the other Prov- 
inces. In 1864 delegates were sent to Que- 
bec to assist in framing a scheme of Con- 
federation. In 1866 the Governor was re- 
quested by the Legislature to appoint dele 

yates to arrange with the Imperial Govero- 
ment the terms of Union. 

Tt is also objected that the act of Confed 
eration was not submitred to the sanction 
ot the people. But this bad never been 
done in similar cases, -the Legislatures 
beiog properly supposed to already suffi- 
ciently represent the wishes of the people, 
and to possess the requisite power to deal 
with this important matter, Proposals for 
submitting the question to the people were 
presented to the Legislatures of the four 
provinces, but were rejected hy large ma- 
jorities, The same thing may be said of 
the ol jection that the act of union was not 
mude subject to the ratification of the sey- 
eral Legislatares, And yet, these papers 
presume to say Confederation was torced 
upon them—that they were entrapped into 
aA union which they always loathed, and 
from which they are resolved to be ralease@, 
The Imperial Government in passing the 
act of Confederation, did only and precise- 
ly what Nova Scotia-desired her to do; and 
to beasked to undo a work of so much 
wisdom and of such vust benefit to the 
Provinces, as well as “important to the 
interests of the whole Empire,” because of 
the whims of an unstable and capricious 
faction, would be beneath the dignity of 
the British Government,and of positive and 
lasting injury to Nova Scotia herself, and 
we have no doubt that ere long, the repeal- 
ers will be heartily ashamed of their disloy- 
al and chilcish behavior, and deeply thank- 
ful that the British Government did not 
grant their request.

Mr. Eprron,—As much misapprehension 
prevails in this Province in relation to the 
taxation imposed by the Union and by 
Parliament, and especially as to its effects 
upon the inhabitants of this portion of the 
Dominion, I desire to submit a few facts, 
| gathered from New Brunswick's first year's 
experience of Union, and ask for them the 
careful consideration of the public, 

The average expenditure in Now Bruns- 
wick for roads, bridges and education, for 
the seven years terminating in October, 
1866, was $233,649 per annum. The sum 
estimated under Acts of the Legislature 
and yoted for these services the year previ- 
ous to the Union was $257, 880, whilst the 
amount provided for the sume seryice by 
the Local Legislature in 1868 the first year 
of the Union, reached $273, 960—$16,580 
more than the appropriauons of 1867 and 
$40,811 over the average expenditure of the 
seven years preceding. 

These figures clearly show that, as far as 
the local services ure concerned, they are 
provided for upon s more liberal scale 
under the Union arrangement than they 
were previous to Confederation, 

I now give a statement of the taxation of 
the fiscal years 1866 and 1867, as compared 
with the collection from all sources for the 
i ending the 80th June, 1868. The pub- 
ic records and accounts for 1865 6 show 
that there was collected in New Brunswick, 
from customs, railway imposts, light dues,

We might learn a useful and charming 
lesson from our foreign friends, and especi- 
ally among the Germans. These contrive 
to make their homes constant scenes of 
cheerfulness, Eyery domestic event is 
turned by them into an occasion of joyous 
demonstration. The celebration of bap- 
tisms and christenings, birthdays, and 
silver and golden weddings, and other 
family events, makes life in Germany, a 
perpetual holiday. This does not, as some 
might suspect, render the German an idle, 
devil-may-care person, His prominence in 
every Country'as‘a man of industry, enter- 
prise, and thrift, proves the contrary. This 
exuberance of domestic joy serves rather 
to lubricate his energies, and render him 
capable of bearing the rubs of life without 
wear and tear. 

It is surprising also ‘how much hearty 
enjoyment the’ Germans get for a small 
expenditure of money. These family 
festivals are made up of very few articles 
purchased in shop or market, but of a great 
deal of sentiment of home production. A 
boquet ot flowers, a cake, a toy, or a trinket, 
is all that costs money, the rest is gener- 
ously supplied by affection and good nature. 
What time may be thought by our parsi- 
mionious calcolators wasted in these home 
festivals should be rather estimated as 
gained. The strength given to the domes- 
tic affections, and the positive increase of 
social happiness by this. practice of culti- 
yating the inocent, pleasures of home, até 
sufficient to commendit. A part, however, 
from thoso, it has the further advantage of 
indirectly economizing time, . The spirits 
are refreshed by these periodical intermis- 
sions from work and the mind and body 
so invigorated that they more than make 
up, by increased willingness and capacity, 
innocent and wholesome family festivals.

Maritime Provinces. 


From our exchanges from the Maritime

The Halifax Reporter indicates a few of 
the advantages which Nova Scotia has re- 
ceived from the Union, The Railway debt 
of the city of Hulifax, say $800,000, has 
been assumed by the Government.

Lunenburg, Liverpool and Yarmouth, 
costing $10,000 a year, is entirely due to 
Contederation ; that the construction and 
introduction of Post-office sorting cars on 
the railway is owing entirely to the Domin- 
ion authorities, 

The water on the St: John River, N.B., 
has fallen so low, Owing ton continuance 
of dry weather, that only one steamer (the 
Gaselle) has been running lately between 
Fredericton and Woodstock.

—helm ‘hard-a-port, came round to south 
south west, and immediately saw broak- 
ers close off the starboard bow ; rung 
bell to stop'and back, but ebb tide caught 
her under the starboard quarter, throwing 
her head to westward, and forcing her on 
to the Shoal (Loche Foyne, south of Devil's 
Limb, where she stfick four times, remain- 
ing there about five minutes, Got on head 
Sails and swung her head to the eastward, 
wind being south sonth-west.

It is yet early to form an estimate of the 
damage tothe growing crops in Canada, 
from the intense heat and protracted 
drought of the last two or three weeks, 
but it will be by no means inconsiderable. 
In the Western part of Ontario, the loss 
will not be so great asin the Central aod 
Bastern portions, as the season there 
is nearly two weeks in advance of us, and 
consequently the crops are not so 
much affected by the drought. Harvest- 
ing las already commeuced in the West, 
and the accounts generally are of the most 
promising character. In the Province of 
Quebec, where the grain was put in much 
later, the damage will be much more 
severe, and indeed, heavy rains now would 
scarcely make apy material difference in the 
BPEEATENe ofthecrop Both from the 
Montreal and Quebec districts the accounts 
of the effect of the drouth upon the crops 
are of the most discouraging cheracter, 
The hay crop is represented to haye been 
wholly burned up, while oats, peas, and 
wheat are so stunted and dried up, that 
in many places they will scarcely be worth 
cutting. 

The following isthe concluding para— 
graph of areview otthe British Crops 
recently published in a London paper : 

“The samenees of the above details may be 
wearisome; but it serves to show the extensive 
prevalence throughout England of corn crops 
much below an average in the present ap- 
pearance, of failing forage and pasture for 
grazing and of short.commons and scarcity 
for the wants of live stock next winter.

Newfoundl

One ot the principal objections 
we have heard against the movement here 
is that the farmera will not go into it, and 
unless they co-operate with the merchant 
it must bea failure, No other class of men 
are so deeply interested in the success of 
this scheme as the farmer, and no class of 
men would be more benefitted by its suc- 
cess thanthe farmer, In Toronto as soon 
asthe movement was started bills were 
posted throughout the city warning farmers 
to take nothing but bills, The report says: 
“Tho farmers now positively refuse any 
other tender for their produce,and are again 
as ready to trade with thestores in the same 
currency. They oxpress the greatest rolief 
at being rid of the nuisance, and quaintly 
relate their own experiences ina manner 
that confirms the opinion that they are 
heartily glad of the change. The money 
thus put into circulation has placed Amer. 
ican silver partially out of the hands of 
private people, and in the majority of 
places of business the proportion of silver 
to bills is much less than previously re- 
ceived, 

Inthe grocery stores the trouble is oo 
greater than among the dry goods men, 
The profita on the staple articles have be 
reduced so low by competition that an up- 
ward movement was felt by them neces 
sary to subsistance. All ther goods, like 
those of the dry goods men, were bought 
in gold, and selling in silver was found to 
allow sosmalla margin as to make the 
business in some articles scarcely profitable,

. The Silver Question. 


Mz. Eprror.—Allow me, In view of some 
arrangement being entered into by the busi- 
ness men of Belleville, to offer a few remarks, 
as tome it seems quite easy to control the 
silver nuisance, if those who suffer most see 
fittodoso. There are but three ways in 
which the evil may be got ridof. The first 


that has been suggested is Legislative action, 
placing a value upon American silver so as to 
make it a legal tender for all purposes ; but 
this cannot be done unless the reduction is 
such as to bring the par value below that of 
New York, or down to 92 cents per dollar, by 
which meansit would be driven from the 
country and a better currency take its place, 
# thing much to be desired. But will the 
Legislature or the Government do this? I 
fear not. 

Second. If Government would buy up all 
the American silver, say at four per cent dis- 
count, taking it for duties, excise, &. 
ship it to the home mint for recoinage into a 
Canadian currency. Will they do this? [ 
fear not. 

Ifnot, then, what shall be done? Left to 
ourselves we should at once agree not to take 
or pay out American silver butat a fixed rate, 
to cover all loss that may occur in disposing 
of it, Iam aware some of our business men 
ee ahead and think they can manage by 
adding ona profit on their goods to cover 
the loss, and thereby continue to take silver 
atpar. But such a scheme will soon frus- 
trate itself, purchasers, whether farmers or 
others are not sodullas not to understand 
the object of taking allver at par while others 
ask a discount. For instance take 100 lbs. of 
sugar nt $8 00 percwt., the grocer can bare 
ly get 9 cents per pound ; allow the price of 
$ lbs. for shrinkage, paper, twine, &c., will 
leave 97 Ibs. at 9 cents, or $8 73, from which 
deduct 4 per cent or 85 cents, you give the 
grocer the sum of 38 cents for his net _protit. 

Take flour at $7 00 per bbl., sell it for $7 50 
in silver, pay discount to meet your purchase 
in bills, ‘sb conte, you have the net profit, not 
counting loss in small lots by down weights, 
of 20 cents per barrel, for clerk hire and man 
with horee and cart to carry it to the pur- 
chaser's door. 

Now, air, ifthe dry goods man can save his 
four per cent by adding extra profit to his 
| carpe! aes don’t think he can for any 
length of time, without telling more false 
hoods than the worth of the money,—surely 
the grocer, the provision dealer and others 
cannot do 80; and as the time js close at 
hand when the farmers will be bringing their 
grain to market, it behoves every well-wisher 
of the trade of the Town to at once acquiesce 
in the movement made at Toronto and else- 
where, and to take American silver for no 
more than itis worth in New York, Boston 
and other parts of the United States, I hope 
the movement will be successful

| Itis known to the farmer that all grass 
and clover bas a certain quantity of gum, 
sugar, &c., which are lost when allowed to 
bleach, orin other words washed away 
with rain, But as long asthe grass is 
freah the rain will have no effect, owing to 
the wax orgum which still covers the 
whole yegetable matter. It is when the 
hay is about half inade that danger comes 
in this line, and often the whole crop !s 
injured by continually turning Tn show- 
ery weather, we sly never turn more than 
is really necessary ;, fresh-lookin, y there is 
but little dangerfrom the loss of the ele- 
ments which make good hay. We have 
found that the quicker hay can be made, 
the leas it losea that bright, rich color, 
and js much less liable to ‘spoil when in 
the stack of hay. Hay asa general thing is 
too much dried. Unless the grass be very 
thick and heavy, it will generally cure 
sufficiently when exposed in the swath for 
two days, When shook or stirred out, it 
should not remain in this condition beyond 
the first day, or it will thus lose much of 
its nutritive juices. Yet we haye cot our 
grass inthe forenoon and hauled it into 
the bara late in the afternoon, and never 
had sweeter hay than when cured this way. 
We never put our hay in cocks unless it 
threatens rain. ‘The task of salting and 
lining hay we have never found necessary, 
The time we prefer for cutting clover is 
when it isin full bloom, just before it be- 
gins to become brown. After it lays 
about from two to five hours we put it in 
small cocks, and there let itcure. Thus 
cured it keeps its colour, and in handling 
the leaves are all sayed, and not scorched 
and blackened up like tea, from the scorch- 
ing effects of our June and July sun, 

Tho other grasses we cut just as the seeds 
are beginning to get hard; and we often 
find that when cut just as it is going out 
of flower, thatthe stock relish it better. 
Yet we prefer to cutitwhen the seed be- 
gins to harden, It gives more muscle mat- 
ter, but less fattening matter.

| From the Ottawa Citleen. 
Yesterday we paid a visit to the County 
Gaol, and Tata the courtesy of the Sheriff 
and governor of the institution, were allow 
ed to inspect the whole establishment, The 
manner in which the building is at present 
kept reflects great credit on the staff em 
ployed aboutit, From basement to attic 
everything was in a most orderly condition 
| and a state of exquisite cleanness, and we 
were pleased to learn from. Dr, Sweetland, 
| the Gaol Physician, who chanced to be 
present during our visit, that, though there 
were a large number of prisonera in the 
building, he seldom had occasion toprac 
tice the healing art upon then), all beiug 
generally ino healthy condition, The 
number of prisoners in the building at the 
present time is forty-three, fifteen of them 
being women, These latter are all, with 
one exception, committed as vagrants or 
| disorderly characters, and are undergoing 
short sentences, | The parties now in cus 
tody charged with Fenianism will attract 
most attention, and of those whose names 
lave been publicly connected with the sad 
tragedy of last April, the first we encount- 
ered was

who certainly seems none the worse for the 
easy life he has been leading forsome weeks 
past, We met him in the kitchen where 
he was enjoying bimself with his wife and 
little boy, a youngster of about two years 
ot age, the whole forming a more merry 
family group than a visitor would expect 
to sheet within the walls of a prison. Le~ 
croix recognized us at once and during a 
short conversation expressed bimself quite 
satisfied with the treatment be experienced, 
though he confessed he would like to be at 
liberty again.

Our readers will recollect that on the 8rd 
of J une we copied a special of the Toronto 
Globe, in which it was ‘stated that “the 
Volunteer force was in the most complete 
state of organization, which statement we 
took the responsibility of contradicting, 


After referring to the decision 
of the Imperial Parliament which decision 
it says “may affect the loyalty of a noble 
Province; and be followed by events of

handreds of thousands,” an imagination by 
the way which only honest,consistent Joseph 
Howe could have conceived. If this should 
be the fact, the Dominion 1s in a bad fix, 
and when the ‘new elements’ of disturbance 
of which Mr, Howe speaks, get worked up, 
our position will be deplorable indeed.— 
While professing great admiration for the 
“old flag,” and protesting that the Nova 
Scotians are “true to their old traditions,” 
the delegates point significantly to a way 
of escape from the net into which they 
have been “ betrayed by a few rash and 
unscrupulous men,” Here is the remedy : 
* Nova Scotia fronts the populous, educat-

“sail of Halifax, and behind these stretches

“tion with the thirty-four millions of 
“freemen who inhabit this great country 
“might for a time involye high taxation, 
“it would open a career for her children, 
‘and ensure to them adequate protection 
“forever by land and sea.” 

After indulging in this threat which the 
delegates thought probably might frighten 
England into a compliance with their de- 
mands, they go onto review the whole 
question from an“ Anti” point of view, in 
which they manage to make out a pretty 
good case. But unfortunately for them- 
selves and their cause they do not 
stick to the fact; their grievances are

EB, the undersigned Merchants and 
Traders of the Town of Belleville, in 
the County of Hastings, Province of Ontario, 
in consideration of one dollar to us and each 
of us in hand well and truly paid, (the receipt 
whereof is hereby acknowledged), and in con- 
sideration of the promises herein contained, 
hereby agree each for himself, that on and 
after the thirty first day of July, instant, we 
and each of us will not take or receive any 
American Silver Coin, or uny other silver 
coin of the same current value, for or in pay- 
ment of any goods or merchandize, or on any 
account or debt whatsoever transacted or in- 
curred after the date aforesaid, except at a 
discount of four per cent on all coin of the 
nominal value ot twenty-five cents and up 
wards, and at a discount of ten per cent on 
all coins of the nominal value of ten cents, 
and the same discount on every two five cent 
coins, Canadian silver currency excepted. 
And it is hereby further agreed, in consid- 
eration aforesaid, that we and each of us shall 
for every breach ofthe aforesaid agreement 
forfeit and pay unto Alex.
